the cheapest source."

The Press and Development. 


The first address was delivered by M. 
F. Johnson, of Btiechel. on the subject, 

Kentucky Horticulture." Lock of State 
support, charged Mr. Johnson, Is the 
reason for the comparatively slight de¬ 
velopment of the horticultural Interests. 
Mr. Johnson declared that he was sur¬ 
prised that far greater success In the 
development of horticulture had been 
attained by other States than by Ken¬ 
tucky. despite the fact that this State’s 
advantages in diversity of soil and cli¬ 
mate for the culture of nearly all kinds 
of staple fruits were unexcelled. 

In other States, he said, appropria¬ 
tions varying from $1,000 to $5,000 a year 
were made for the purpose of having 
the subject taught in school and of dis¬ 
tributing literature among the resi¬ 
dents. He asserted that there is a« 
much need to hav© horticulture taught 
in the schools os It Is to teach the study 
of geology. Some day, h© predicted, 
after this study Is Introduced In the 
public schools, from some unknown 
Kentucky schoolboy or girl there will 
be evolved a genius who shall be a 
worthy successor to the “Wizard” Bur¬ 
bank. 

By the loud and prolonged applause 
that greeted Mr. Johnson when he fin 
Ished his address It was evident that his 
audience was heartily In accord with 
hi* opinions. Mr. Johnson explained 
that his paper had been prepar'd 
hastily to substitute for the address of 
Prof. Bailey, of Central University, but 
tho delegates voted unanimously that 
he “did himself proud."

Wonderful Wealth of Coal. 


Mr. Hans was followed by Lew B. 
Brown, of Hurrodsburg, president of 
the Kentucky Press Assoclatlon,iwv.o 
spoke on “Th© Influence of the Press 
on State Development." Mr. Brown said 
that it Is impossible to understand 
State development without the press or 
development of the press without the 
State. In speaking of State develop¬ 
ment. he continued, It reminded him. 
not as a member of the Kentucky Pro s 
Association, but as a p.aln Ind virtual, 
that the press of Kentucky, both :rom 
the standpoint of the weekly newspa¬ 
per and the dally, had made more rap rt 
advances than the press of any *nher 
States, comparatively speaking. This 
true, declared Mr. Brown, detplte the 
fact that the lawyers are more Illiberal 
toward the press of this State than 
other lawyer* are. 

In looking over the programme, de¬ 
clared Mr. Brown, he had noticed that 
everything possible in the Industry lino 
had been provided for except throe in¬ 
dustries. which needed no exploitation 
—live stock, liquor and 1 ov©1Iik*ss. 

In developing the State. Mr. Brown 
said, It was necessary to begin at home. 
He said that It was Impossible for Ken¬ 
tucky to be developed as long as the 
outside world had the Idea th it Ken¬ 
tucky’s Ideal of manhcod Is that a nun 
must swagger around with a chip on 
his shoulder and a gun In his pocket. 
This Idea, said Mr. Brown, will not In¬ 
fluence capital and good Imtnlg ation 
to come to Kentucky. Mr. Brown said 
that rioting, killing and lynching must 
be stopped in this State In order to de¬ 
velop 1L In closing his address Mr. 
Brown promised the association tlv 
supiKrrt of the Kentucky Press Asso¬ 
ciation.

Work of Geological Survey. 


Frank Haas, of Fairmont. W. Va.. 
spoke next. He had for his subject: 
The Mineral Resources of Eastern 
Kentucky." This was tho most Im¬ 
portant address of the afternoon ses¬ 
sion, as It gave interesting details of 
the development of the coal, ofl and 
clay Industries of Kentucky. He treat¬ 
ed of that area bounded on the went 
by tihe lowest measures of the curnifer- 
ous series and lix-lmling one-fourth of 
Kentucky, or 10.000 square miles, en¬ 
closed between Portsmouth, on the Onto 
rlvor, und the Tennessee State line. 

Mr. Haas declared that iron could 
be found in nearly every county of this 
region, and also thait this region was 
rich in clays from which common brick 
could be made. The oil and gas in¬ 
dustry. he said, also is very promising 
In this region. 

But the most important industry of 
Kentucky; and tho one in which he 
went into deeper detail, it was said by 
Mr. Haas, Is the coal Industry. The 
Kentucky coal area Is a part of tho 
Appalachian coal fields, extending 
through Pennsylvania, Ohio. West Vir¬ 
ginia, Kentucky, Virginia, Georgia and 
Ainbarr.il. and Inclosing 70.000 square 
mile*, said Mr. Haas. Of the Whole, 
Eastern Kentucky represents one-sev¬ 
enth of the area. 

This area, said Mr. Haas, Is a canoe- 
Shaped basin. locally disturbed, due to 
the rapid thickening of measures in 
going southward, and continuing to 
such an extent that the northern part 
for ages produced seams after the 
southern part had passed conditions 
when such production was possible. 
Often, said Mr. Haas, the top of codr 
Hearns do not extend to the middle of 
lower production measures of northern 
fields. 

After okiI seams hod been laid down, 
explained Mr. Haas, Internal contrac¬ 
tion of the earth required an adjust¬ 
ment of surface area which resulted in 
the Pine Mountain FhuJt, an uplift of 
such local diameter Unit the 
measures on each side were undisturb¬ 
ed ami no damage done. In Bell coun¬ 
ty. he snid, a small area became dis¬ 
turbed and there developed whAt Is 
known as the Rocky Fhce Fault.

Could Furnish Whole Country. 

Mr. Haas said that Kentucky coal 


Prof. C. J. Norwood, a director of the 
Kentucky Geological Survey, made an 
address on the subject “The Kentucky 
Geological Survey.” In which he ex¬ 
plained what the sur\ey Is do ng to¬ 
ward developing the soli of the State. 
Ho said that the work of the survey 
falls ynder four hearts, geological, topo. 
graphic, agricultural Arvd technologic. 
He said that as yet the survey has 
been able to do but little technologic 
work, both because the field work bad 
taken so much of the funds And be¬ 
cause the survey lacked the ne *.8*ary 
laboratory rooms and applinnets. The 
work, he said, includes testing of the 
days, determination of the fu©’.. 
and coking value of the coals, exumlna. 
tlon of wind stone- and sands for re¬ 
movable Iron, separation teat of zinc 
and lead ores and tests of structural 
atones. 

The geologic work, he raid, Includes 
the field study and- mapping of coal-. 
Iron, lead and zinc ores* cl Ay, building 
stones, petroleum, natui^l gas and to 
on. Eight bulletins, he suld. have been 
published and are now In readin •»«. 
He rejiorted that their work so far cov¬ 
ers an area of 2,000 square miles an tbs 
Big Sandy Valley cools. 900 square 
miles on the Licking Valley coaK 200 
square miles on the Plncvllle Gap re¬ 
gion. 1,400 square rrllctf on the region 
drained by the three forks of the Ken. 
lucky river, 350 square miles on the Up¬ 
per Cumberland region. 1,700 square 
miles on the eastern coal field region 
and several hundred square miles cn 
th© western coal fiert rogljn. Bulletin * 
have been published, he said, on the 
lead, zinc, oil and. gas fields In Ken¬ 
tucky. _ 

In the topographic work, be said, 
many maps of the different regions In 
Kentucky have teen printed. In the 
agricult urai department, sild Prof. 
Norwood, the survey during the com¬ 
ing year will publish a map showing 
the characters of soil distributed 0\©r 
the state Ae part of the soil investi¬ 
gation It Is proposed by the survey to 
carry out this winter and t.ext spnng. 
In co-operation with the State Agri¬ 
cultural Experiment Station, a num¬ 
ber of pot experiments with samples 
collected by the survey. Th© object of 
the Investigation is to study and com¬ 
pare the natural requirements of ihe 
principal typ<* of agricultural land 
and suitable plants, such as wheat, 
oats, peas and clover, will be grown In 
pots of soil to be tested. Mr. Norwood 
reported this proposed work In his a:l 
dr©**.

State Senator G. \V. 8ha~ 
do&n. of Somerset, addressed th© con¬ 
vention upon th© subject: "What Leg¬ 
islation is Necessary to Obtain Good 
Ronds?" Mr. Shadonn has long been , 
conversant with th© subject, and mud© ; 
a statistical study of th© Josses incurred 
by ©overa] counties by reason of bad ! 
roads. H© spoke of the organization of 
the Roman Empire, and declared that 
such a government could not have ex- 1 
Isted in Show:* times without the mag¬ 
nificent roads that cob webbed the do¬ 
minion.

Washington. Nov. 19.—The communi¬ 
cations which cam© to the Treasury 
Department to-day, approving th© 
financial policy adopted by th© Presi¬ 
dent and 8©cre»uiry Cortelyou and the 
subscriptions which were received £>r 
the Panama bond* and one-year certifi¬ 
cates, w'er© th© subject of discu*«in at 
th© meeting of th© Cablnot anti afford¬ 
ed general gratification. While details 
regarding subscriptions are not yet be¬ 
ing made public. It seems to be the feel¬ 
ing at the Treasury that both loans will 
be over-subscribed, a* was th© cnee 
with the popular loan of $100,000,000 is¬ 
sued by the Cleveland administration in 
1S96. The decline in the Block market 
to-d«y Is regarded a* only a symptom 
of hesitation until the effect of th© fail¬ 
ure or success of the measures are 
proved by the opening of the bids.

Important Questions Raised. 

Several Important question* are b<*- 
Ing raised in communications addressed 
to the Treasury, but the Treasury offi¬ 
cial* are exercising an unusual amount 
of care in defining their position. One 
of these question* upon which no offi¬ 
cial Information ho* yet been given, is 
t the n w one-year certificates 
will be available for bank reserve*. 
Th© law on the subject seems to be suf¬ 
ficiently clear that they are not avail¬ 
able for this purpose, but it is possi¬ 
ble that the presence of a few of them 
in reserve under critctU conditions 
would b© winked at. Just os in the 
case of th© clearing-house certificates. 
It is prescribed by Section 519U of tho 
Revised Stututes. that banking re¬ 
serves *h»ll be "In lawful money of th© 
United States." This can only rm*ui 
gold ami silver coin, coin certificates 
or legal tender notes. The law does not 
even permit bunk note* w'hlch circu¬ 
late a* currency to be counted as re¬ 
serves. although small amounts are oc¬ 
casionally included ‘in tho mine pack¬ 
age* with lawful money. As a large 
proportion of national banks are now 
b*rtng permitted to do business w*lth 
tholr reserve* considerably reduced be¬ 
low th© legal limit, th© question whe-th- 
or th© proposed Treasury certificates 
shall be counted rt* reserve* or Invest¬ 
ments, i* practically ©my a matter of 
bookkeeping. Th© law Is framed, how¬ 
ever. to require actual money to be 
held in reserve, and those familiar with 
the currency system* of other solvent 
countrl©* declare that It would be en¬ 
tirely contrary to sound policy to count 
an Intcrest-bearing certificate of debt 
a* tli© equivalent of money und*r nor¬ 
mal conditions.

A Policy of Reserve. 

A policy of reserve I* being pursued 
by Controller Ridgely, apparently for 
th© purpose of uvoldlng tiny unfavor¬ 
able impressiuns among the bankers or 
nrtHiindcrti*tndlng by th© public pend¬ 
ing th© opening of bid* for the new se¬ 
curities. If the certificate* ore redeetn- 
©d at th© end of otv» year, according to 
their term*. It I* believed at the Treas¬ 
ury that there will be n»* difficulty In 
withdrawing money from the bank* for 
th© purpose at that time, because 
money usually accumulate* rapidly In 
tho bank* after th© first flurry of a 
crisis has been pnsero and a* general 
burtn©** and speculation become cur¬ 
tailed.

IN WASHINGTON 


No Disposition To Handle 
the Federal Patronage. 


Has Indorsed No One For 
Covington Collectorship. 


Willing To Give Opinion If 
President Wants It. 


HARLAN BEATS HIM AT GOLF. 


Washington. Nov. 19. —* [Special.] — 
Gov.-elect Augustus E. Willson, of 
Kentucky, arrived In Washington this 
morning and Is tho guest of Justice 
John M. Harlan, of the Supreme Court, 
his old law partner and life-long friend. 
Th© tu'o Kentuckians spent practically 
the w'hole day on the golf links, and 
havo an engagement for every after¬ 
noon during the Governor’s. May In 
Washington. Justice Harlan, although 
he will reach his seventy-fifth birthday 
next spring, easily defeated the Gov¬ 
ernor-elect In ever)* game. 

Gov. Willson. Justice Harlan and 
Mrs. Harlan have an engagement to 
lunch with the President on Friday. In 
tho mcantlmo Gov. Willson prfibably 
will call at the White House to pay his 
respects to the President. Gov. Will- 
son says he has not indorsed any one 
for the Covington collectorship. 

"I have declined to make an Indorse¬ 
ment," he said to-night. • "I ain not a 
politician, am not going to try to be a 
boss and am not going to bo worried 
over the distribution of Federal pat¬ 
ronage. I was elected to devote my 
time to the people of Kentucky, and I 
Intend to do so. Of course. If the Pres¬ 
ident asks me about this or any other 
office, I will cheerfully give him w'hat In¬ 
formation I possess, but l am not going 
to make recommendations." 

Among Gov. Willson’s callers to-day 
was Richard P. Ernst, chairman of til© 
Republican State Central Committee. It 
Is presumed that their conference was 
about the collectorship. It is stated at 
tho White House that coincident with 
th© arrival of Mr. Ernst quite a fight 
is being made upon C. H. Duty, who is 
claimed to be the leading candidate for 
the position, owing to the fact that It 
ha* been thought that Gov. Willson is 
strongly disposed toward him. Judging 
from Mr. Willson’s statement, he Is In¬ 
clined to be Indifferent a* to whom the 
President appoints collector, hence 
there should be no difficulty In reaching 
an agreement wrlthln a few days.* The 
name of Owen Lebus Is among those 
now' being prominently mentioned for 
the oollectorship. Gov. Willson will b© 
here through the week. He l* receiving 
much attention from the Kentucky Re¬ 
publican colony, many of them calling 
to-day to pay their re»p<#ta

Mr. Gillespie's Views. 

Representative Gillespie, of Texas, 
thinks it unjustifiable to add $150,000,000 
to the interest-bearing debt of the 
United States, as is done by the pro¬ 
posed issue of bonds and certificates. 

Tho bonds for the building of the 
Panama canal were authorized last 
year, and It is the second issue that has 
been made. Thin addition to the inter¬ 
est-bearing debt is not new. and there 
! Is no sort of doubt of the authority of 
the Secretary of the Treasury to issue 
these bonds. Tho construction of the 
Panama canal has been fully approved 
by the people, rind of course it cannot 
be hud without expense and a good deal 
of it. This addition to the Interest- 
bearing debt having been fully foreseen 
and provided for long before the finan¬ 
cial flurry occurred, or was even antic¬ 
ipated, can hardly be now made the 
subject of objection. 

The issue of $100,000,000. or so much 
ns may be necessary, in certificates of 
indebtedness stands in a somewhat dif¬ 
ferent light.

Labor Rejects Radicalism. 

At the convention of the American 
Federation of Labor at Norfolk a mo¬ 
tion that tho Federation place itself on 
record as favoring Government owner¬ 
ship of railways and mines was reject¬ 
ed by a vote of 154 to 50. The signifi¬ 
cance of this action should not be over¬ 
looked. Here we find that tlje most 
powerful labor organization In the 
country — an organization whose dele¬ 
gates come from all quarters and rep¬ 
resent all grades of labor and the ma¬ 
jority of the unions—refuses to commit 
Itself to the ideas which have been 
preached by' various pseudo-thinkers 
and political agitators in recent times. 
Thus Is indicated that the very ele¬ 
ments of the population whom the agi¬ 
tators have sought to win by their rad¬ 
ical and undemocratic preachments 
will have none of them. The agitators 
mistook their targets. Adopting social¬ 
istic projects the better to impress the 
labor vote, tho result reveals that tho 
labor vote Is not to be ensnared by any* 
such device. The socialistic flirtors 
with labor, then, must try something 
else. 

Apparently the majority of the dele¬ 
gates to the federation feel that politi¬ 
cal machines are strong enough under 
present circumstances without making 
possible still stronger machines by 
turning over to the party in power tho 
railroads and mines; that individual 
laborers stand a better, chance to bet¬ 
ter themselves under conditions which 
give them opportunities In accordance 
with their skill and zeal than they 
W'ould stand if they became fixed little 
cogs in a vast governmental mechan¬ 
ism; that the very' essence of the 
American political system Is Individual 
opportunity, which Government owner¬ 
ship of the greatest interests and ave¬ 
nues of achievement would eliminate; 
that so radical a programme is incom¬ 
patible with tho republican ideals of 
the people; that It would convert a 
democracy Into an autocracy in every¬ 
thing but the name.

On several of the standard rail¬ 
roads leading from New York electric 
engines are now in use for bringing In

The Governor's “Mansion.” 

If it is true that Gov. Willson will 
not Hvo in the •‘mansion” at Ftunk- 
tbrt, tills should not be construed as 
an evidence of a lack of democracy. 
Very probably, aa a man who has not 
passed, or Just passed, the “stone that 
marks the highest palm upon the high¬ 
way of lift*.” Mr. Willson does not wish 
to risk untimely death through the 
collapse of 'the dilapidated oM barn in 
which Kentucky's Governors have 
dwelt fbr so many years. At the ttp- 
| preaching session of the Legislature 
an appropriation for the construction 
or purchase of a suitable executive 
mansion should be mode. 

TV> get the necxlud appropriation for 
the new Capitol required a long pull 1 
tun'd a srtrong puR nml a pull oil to- I 
geiher, and simtf.tr activities upon tho 
part of the press and the public were 
required to secure for the j*©w Capitol 
a more suitable location than thut 
Which f had grown undesirable in the 
three-quarters of a century since the 
building of the classical but inadequate 
“Slate House” bi which the Legislature 
will meet in 1908 for tho fast time. 
Now that Kentucky has a Capitol she 
need not be ashamed of. although It 
is being builded at very- moderate ex¬ 
pense, she should make provisions to 
house her Governors at least as well 
os the Kentucky fiarfner of means and 
thrift is housed. . 

The present 'mansion” Ip situated in 
an undesirable rewlden’t’fui quarter of 
Frankfort, facing thte walls of the peni- 
tf-ntHary' and an assortment of coal , 
yards and cottages. It is entirely out j 
of keeping with the dignity and wealth 
of fhc SHate, «md unfit for occupancy 
by the Governor of any Slate. That 
K has been endured by our Governors 
is no argument in its ftivor. That there 
are many capable Kentuckians Who 
would like to be Governor and reside 
In a house that Is held together by 
props Is no point in favor of the houso 
and no argument ogainst the appro¬ 
priation proposed. 

A loaf of bread, a Jug of wine, a book 
of verses underneath a bough, and the 
election certificate might satisfy the 
ambitions of many a bright young man 
who will aid In making Kentucky's 
laws at the approaching session of the 
Legislature, and who hopes, some time 
in the future, to be Governor of his 
State, but U Is tho duty of our law¬ 
maker* to make modest provisions tor 
a safe and comfortable residence for 
the future Governors.

Yet the Kentucky boarding¬ 
house claims its happy victims as read¬ 
ily as tho lotus leaf or the mulberries 
in the grove of Daphne which prevent 
tho consumer from harboring a snob¬ 
bish desire to become the guest of 
kings. This Is because tho hospitable 
instincts of the Kentucky “landlady” 
overcome her ambition to achieve 
financial Independence, and she spreads 
the board with a lavish hand, regard¬ 
less of the final results of her economic 
folly. 

In Lexington the other day the mulat¬ 
to serving maid who was passing the 
sugar removed from the bowl $fs)0 in 
currency. Without explanation it will 
not b© understood in parsimonious 
Houston that it is the custom of the 
keepers of Lexington boarding-houses 
to keep a quantity of ready money- 
within reach, so that If a boarder 
prefers a saddle of southdown mutton 
and a com pon© to the diamond-back 
terrapin and champagne set before him 
the waitress can be sent hot foot to fill 
the order. In Texas and other States 
the custom of the “landlady” who suc¬ 
ceeds In nailing the boarder to the mast 
and collecting her just dues puts the 
money- In bank or hoards it In her 
stocking, and reduces the quality of the 
fare to fit the collections. In Kentucky 
the custom Is for the boarder to pitch in 
as much as he can afford Into a sort of 
jackpot maintained for the mutual ben¬ 
efit of tho boarders arid for the widow 
who keeps the boanding-house in obedi¬ 
ence to the irresistible instinct to over¬ 
feed those about her which resulted In 
the early death of herhukband. Although 
it Is not considered good form for the 
boarder who Is In need to help himself 
to currency as well as sugar when the 
bowl Is passed, on occasional infraction 
of the houso rules is winked at. Of 
course, the institution cannot long re¬ 
main a going concern If the waitress 
conceives tho nature of her duties and 
rights to be similar to those of a New 
York traction magnate or tho president 
of a life insurance company, and takes 
the entire jackpot at one helping. It 
was the alleged embezzlement of the 
jackpot that caused the trouble in Lex¬ 
ington. and served to call attention to 
tho superiority of the Kentucky board¬ 
ing-house to all forms of the boarding¬ 
house in other States.

A practical result of the Declaration of 
Independence was that from that day each 
colony assumed the name of a Stale*, and 
the Union changed US name of "The 
United Colonies." to the proud title of 
"The United Slates of America.” In tho 
beginning there were the thirteen original 
States, now there are forty-six. The 
first to join the original thirteen weru 
Vermont and Kentucky In 1791 and 1792 
respectively; each made out of the thir¬ 
teen—Vermont out of New York and Ken¬ 


tucky out of Virginia. “Now States may 
follow the course of States admitted by tho Congress into this

This may be unfair to other grt* at 
elevens at Yale—and there have been 
many—but memory fall* to recall that an> 
Yale team ever faced such fearful odds 
and rose to the occasion with such un¬ 
flinching courage and determination to do 
as this particular Yale eleven. Many 
teams are disposed to accept defeat too 
quickly; they will go on fighting to the 
bitter end. but without the force to show 
their real ability. Fortunately for the 
wearers of the Blue, the Yale eleven was 
mud* of sterner stuff The men had tho 
ability and simply could not be discour¬ 
aged. 

There were a number of Incident* on

W HY l he National Commission 
should not allow major league 
baseball players to work their 
trade on the Pacific coast aft¬ 
er the season of the Pacific Coast League 
closes 1* not clear. There i* a rule thut 
bars these player* from going to Cali¬ 
fornia and Joining league teams there. 
As the Pacific Coast League *«rason does 
not close for some week* after the game 
ia over in thl* part of the country*. It 
would be unfair for stars to go out there 
and lend aid to teams that have chance* 
to win a pennant. Ball players realize 
the Justice of thl3 rule. They also ad¬ 
mit that the presence of big league stars 
on the Independent CaJlfomia league 
teams draws patronage away from the 
Pacific Coast League, but they cannot see 
why they should not be allowed to play 
where they like after the pennant Is de¬ 
cided in the Pacific Coast League. This 
seems to be a bit of baseball oppression 
and Is denounced on every hand by play¬ 
ers In thi* part of the country. 

The tight to play independent ball Is 
claimed by Chose, Mortarity and other New 
York and Brooklyn players now on the 
Pacific coast, end if the threatened pun¬ 
ishment descend* on their heads, the 
clubs that claim these nvbn will be put to 
considerable expense. Either the play¬ 
ers will remain where they are or the big 
league club* that employ them during the 
regular season must make good the 
amount of their fines. It Is certain that 
these men will not return here If such 
fines are to be subtracted from their 
salaries. In either case the New York 
American League club would be a loser, 
it* Chase. Morlarlty and Arellnnes, nil 
Yankee players, are deeply Involved in the 
muddle. 

It look* a* if Chase will re*>cat hi* 
maneuvers of last spring. If he Is fined 
and suspended—and he ha* laid himself 
liable to both form* of puniahment —he 
probably will not cfome East, and then 
Griffith would find It hard to dig up a man 
to replace him. Morlarlty. who played the 
base so well a* a substitute, is fixed up 
In the California deal, and muy also he 
lost In the shuffle. Areliane* is a pitcher 
who Is supposed to have been signed last 
summer on Chase's recommendation. 
From Chicago it Is learned that no fine 
ha* actually been assessed Against these 
playens. ana some technicality may enable 
them to escape. However, these men say 
they Intend to play all winter. Chase, un¬ 
der the name of Schultz, covered short 
In a recent game. Morlarlty. *0 far a* Is 
known, played only one game. He took 
hln wife and child to the coast with him, 
and If he obeys the mandate he will be 
forced to pay alt hi* exi>ense* without a 
chance of earning anything. It seem* 
hard in ht* case to be so Inconvenienced. 

Californians, who understand the plight 
of these player*, have made certain play¬ 
er* proposition* to remain on the Pacific 
coast permanently. It is reported that 
papers have been signed whereby Chase. 
Areliane* and Walter*, of the St. Louis 
XalionaJ*. ore to have a share in a big 1 
cafe In Ban Jose, and that their baseball 1 
salaries witl be guaranteed. Elmer Btrlck- | 
Jett, of the Brooklyn Club, la said to be a 
allent partner. Morlarlty has thus far 
obeyed the National Commission's order, 
but says he will remain on the coast If 
somebody show* him where it will pay 
him to do ao.

Harmony Is all right, if the men can 
and will play hard, consistent baseball.

Since the granting of the temporary 
restraining order by Judge Miller last 
week the question ha* been freely dis¬ 
cussed by local lawyers, and much 
speculation ha* resulted aa to what ac¬ 
tion the court here would take in the 
matter. It is the consensus of opinion 
however, that the law giving the Gov¬ 
ernor the right to set a dale for execu¬ 
tions will be upheld. Should this hr 
the case many contend that It will not 
even he necessary for the Governor jc 
name another day for the hanging of 
Sturgeon, but that It will he the due 
of Sheriff Bullitt to carry out th«* nvm 
date of the bvv immediately after h 1 
hand* have been untied by the Appc 1 
late Court.

A. G. Spalding 
endeared himself to the West when he 
landed the White Stockings In first place 
In 1876. Harry Wright landed the money 
for B<*ton in 1877 and 187a Then came 
A. C. Anson with a three-time winner for 
Chicago. During the same time, 1882. O. 
P. Caylor, at Cincinnati, landed the first 
championship for the new and vigorous 
American Association. Caylor wu« not 
the manager, hut the ruling force and 
one of th* promoter* of the American 
Association Billy Shnrslg. with hi* Ath¬ 
letics, won the association pennant in 
18S3, while John F. Morrill landed the 
money for Boston. The next year. 1884. 
Frank Bancroft managed the Providence 
champions, and James Mutrle won the 
asnoclation prize with hi* New York team. 
In the play-off for the first world'* cham¬ 
pionship Bancroft came out an jeasy win¬ 
ner with four straight. A. C. Anson led 
hi* Chicago team In 1885 and 1886 to the 
fop. 

Then came W. H. Watkln* with Detroit 
In 1M*7. The New York Giant* now came 
to the front with Jame* Mutrle and won 
out two years In succession. For five 
successive year* up to this time Charley 
Cumiskey won the championship for St 
Louis In the American Association, only 
to lose out • to William McGunnlgle * 
Brooklyn team In 1889. In the play-off 
for the world's chamolonphio Comlskey 
got the better of Anson and Watkins got 
the better of Comlek- y. while Mutrle Won 
out from McOunqlgie. Then came the

In 1891 Frank So¬ 
le** came to the front with th* Boston 
Nationals and rcn*utod the two fallowing 
years, while Arthur Irwin managed the 
Boston Association team in 1S91. winner* 
of the pennant.

BRINGS TEARS 
TO JURORS’ EYES 


Mrs. Bradley Tells Pathetic 
Story of Her Shame. 


ManWho Betrayed Her Broke 
Pledge Alter Pledge. 


After Years of Devotion Be¬ 
came Moody and Bitter. 


TO TELL OF TRAGEDY TO DAY. 


Washington. Nov. 19. — “I am so 
tired/' said Mrs. Annie M. Bradley. Ihe 
defendant In the trial now In progress 
In the Criminal Court In this city, a 
few minutes before 3 o'clock to-day 
after eho had spent about four hours 
on the witness stand, relating the do 
tail* of her acquaintanceship and Inti¬ 
macy with former United States Sena¬ 
tor Brown, with whose murder she 
stands accused, and Judge Stafford Im¬ 
mediately gave orders for the adjourn¬ 
ment of the court. She had not 
reached the events directly connected 
with \he tragedy In which Brown was 
killed, but had very closely approached 
them, and they will be the subject of 
the first testimony to be given to-mor¬ 
row. 

Td-day’s story dealt with the first 
acquaintance of Mrs. Bradley with 
Brown and told how that acquaintance 
gradually ripened Into friendship and 
finally Into love. It was a long and 
pathetic narrative of illicit affection; 
of promises of marriage which could at 
first be made only on the condition of 
divorce on both sides, and then of dis¬ 
appointment and grief when both be¬ 
came free and could have been legally 
united If Brown had been willing. 

• • • 

Many Broken Pledges. 

Mrs. Bradley told The particulars of 
many pledges made to her, told how 
Brown had introduced her as his wife 
and how he had given his name to one 
of their children, and also how he had 
aided her in no less than three criminal 
operations. 

She related also many pleasant inch 
dents of their life together. She wqro 
a smile when she spoke of her pride in 
his Intellectual attainments, and told of 
their reading together the principal 
poets. She said that he told her over 
and over again that she was the only 
woman he had ever loved, and averred 
that by his manner toward her and his 
superior attainments he had gained a 
complete mastery over her. 

The courtroom was crowded during 
the entire day and many of the spec¬ 
tators wore women. Tears were fre¬ 
quently shed, not only by the general 
audience, but once or twice by mem¬ 
bers of the jury. Mrs. Bradley was 
quite emotional, and her voice was 
scarcely audible at times. Her attor¬ 
neys, however, expressed confidence 
after the witness left the stand that 
she would be able to proceed to the end 
without a breakdown. Mrs. Bradley 
said her health hud failed during her 
association with Bfowa. and she told 
ofjpne occasion when she tens tempted 
ta’Commit suicide.

Tells of Her Early Life. 


and tears, and told in so low a tone of 
voice that the stenographer was com¬ 
pelled to repeat the story, which he did 
as follows; 

"The Senator told me he was •very 
unhappy, very wretched. I hid tol l him 
that our relationship could only result 
in grief and sorrow, and he replied that 
he would stay by me all my life. Finally 
he came to me and said: ’Darling, we 
are going on together all through life; 
you can't avoid me and I want you to 
have a son.' Finally after several 
months I consented." 

‘•Consented to what?" asked Mr. 
Powers. , , 

"To his proposition," responded the 
witness. 

She said the son had been christened 
in Brown's presence, and it had been 
given th« Senators name. Ho had 
wanted to get a divorce and marry her. 
she said, but she would not consent to 
break up his home, and had tried to 
break the relationship. but he would not 
have It so. and would frequently come 
to her saying she was the only bright 
spot In his life, 

"Did you beMAe In his protestations 
of affection?" , 

"I did not believe It possible for any 
one to ask a woman to have a child 
und not be fond of her." .... 

Mrs Bradley then told of the birth 
of her second child, and of a criminal 
operation which she said had been per¬ 
formed In 1901 by Mr. Brown himself, 
after which she whs very ill for two 

She declared she had not suggested 
the operation, but at that time the In¬ 
timacy between them had become 
known and neither of them knew what 
to do. After this incident she said she 
wan not well for a long time, and her 
doctor had said she could not expect to 
be well. She had felt that it was very 
wrong, "but, oh, it Is so hard to tell 
one's feelings.’* 

• • • 

Five Letters h Day. 

She bad cried, she said, when Mr. 
Brown hud made his first race for the 
United States Senate, and hod been de¬ 
feated. but he had cheered her with 
the assurance that, whatever happen¬ 
ed. they would stay together. He had 
written her as many as five letters a 
day. she continued, and she then loved 
him deeply as It was possible to love. 

Relating the incident of the birth of 
hers and Senator Brown's second «on, 
she said Brown was In California, and. 
returning to Suit Lake two weeks aft¬ 
erward. had come to see her and the 
boy. apparently greatly delighted. 

"He said.” she w ent on. " 'This Is my 
beloved son. In whom I am well pleas¬ 
ed.' " 

Then she told of Mr. Brown's Intel¬ 
lectual attainments, and said that he 
completely dominated her. He had 
been very fond of the oldest boy. had 
often noticed his resemblance to him¬ 
self. and said of tho boy: "I must make 
him a Supreme Judge of the United 
States." 

Mrs. Bradley said she had agreed In 
1901 that Brown should get a divorce 
and marry her, and when she had 
warned him that it would cost him his 
position ho had declared that he cared 
for nothing but her. She had gone to 
Grand Junction, Col., in that year, she 
said, and. notwithstanding the place 
was 300 miles from Salt Like City, the 
Senator came to see her every ten 
days. 

Hfr then consulted her about every¬ 
thing. including his financial affairs and 
his law cases. Mrs. Bradley testified. 
They read Bums. Tennyson and Chau¬ 
cer together, and the witness seemed 
to find in this phase of their life to¬ 
gether another green spot, the memory 
of which delighted her. She .smiled 
continually as she related It. 

While they were at Grand Junction, 
Mrs. Bradley continued. Mr. Brown 
had assured rher that his arrangements 
for a divorce were progressing and that 
a compromise with Mrs. Brown had 
been agreed upon. Mrs. Bradley said 
she had told him to give the wife and 
his children all his property. He then 
gave Mrs. Bradley a ring 

After the Grand Junction visit Mrs. 
Bradley said she came to Washington 
with Senator Brown and Miss Alice 
Brown, the Senator's daughter by his 
first wife. who was only one year 
younger than herself. They had also 
visited several other points, including 
Antioch College, in Ohio, at thU time 
She had traveled as Mrs. Brown, she 
said, and had been Introduced by that 
name. Mr. Brown’s bearing toward her 
had been courtly and toving. 


Judge Powers asked tho questions, 
and they were at first directed to de¬ 
veloping a history of the defendant, 
who said that she was thirty-five years 
of age; that she was bom In Kansas 
City and educated in Denver; that she 
had had smallpox and pneumonia and 
had been badly hurt by a blow on the 
head while a child. 

She went to Salt Lake City In 1890. 
she satd, and had lived there ever since, 
8he had occupied a clerical position In 
the Salt Lake Waterworks for three 
years and eight months. 

"Were you ever married?"

She had Joined the Bolt Lake Wo¬ 
man's Club, a literary organization, 
which gave much attention to civic re¬ 
form, very noon after the wedding and 
later became secretary and treasurer of 
It. She also became a member of the 
Woman's Press Club and the Poet**' 
Round Table, ft was through her 
connection with these and politicians 
that she became acquainted with Sena¬ 
tor Brown. 

When Judge Powers undertook to de¬ 
velop Mr. Bradley's connection with 
polities. District Attorney Baker en er- 
td a protest, and the lawyers on both 
sides repaired to the Judge s desk with 
the purpose of settling the point *by a 
quiet conference. 

The consultation evidently resulted 
in a victory for the derense^os Judge 
Powers was permitted to develop the 
fact that Mrs. Bradley had taken an 
active part in the affairs of the Repub¬ 
lican partv of Utah, where women vote 
and that she had been secretary of th* 
Stats Committee. 

"Were your reunions with your hus- 
bnnd happy or unhappy?" she was 
asked. 

"Unhappy" was the reply, spoken In 
a low tone. She was divorced from Mr. 
Bradley, sho said. In 1905. 

The witness then told of being Intro¬ 
duced to Senator Brown by her undo 
and of afterward coming to know him 
well while she wit* secretary of the Re¬ 
publican committee.

The Witness In Tears. 


The acquaintance had continued to 
ripen until 1898. but when Mrs. Bradley 
wus asked to give a description of this 
relationship she fell Into tears and ap¬ 
peared for a time quite unable to pro¬ 
ceed. When she din open her tips no 
one heard her except the stenographer, 
who stood at the desk before her. He 
Interpreted her answer to be "the ac¬ 
quaintance grew into very Intimate re¬ 
lations."

I discov¬ 
ered that he loved me and afterward 
that I loved him."

They Used a Code. 

Upon returning West Mrs. Bradley 
had in 1902 gone to Los Angeles, and 
after a thort stay returned to Halt 
Lake to go on the Senator's farm. She 
heard from him frequently during their 
separation, they using a code to express 
affection. 

She said Brown had over and again 
reinterated his affection, declaring up¬ 
on all occasions when the divorce was 
mentioned that all obstacle* should be 
swept aw-ay. and that she should cer¬ 
tainly become Mrs. Brown. He had 
said. Mr*. Bradley declared, that he 
would lay down his life for her From 
the farm Mrs. Bradley went to Poca- 
tallo and Shoshone. Idaho, in one of 
which places sho said Brown had per¬ 
formed a second criminal operation on 
her. Sbe had been very sick on the 
trip from Idaho back to Salt Lake and 
after she arrived In that city. 

"That day." she continued, referring 
to a time soon after her arrival. "Mr*. 
Brown came to the room, when Brown 
told her he would get a divorce and 
marry Mrs. Bradley. Mrs. Brown then 
asked him to come to the office and 
say that. Mr. Livingstone. Judge Hen¬ 
derson and Mrs. Tat loch, who was not 
friendly with Mr. Brown, were there, 
and he dictated this statement, ad¬ 
dressing it to Mr Tatloch: "I say to 
you that I will make Mrs. Brown get 
a divorce, and if she do** not do it I 
will myself got one I will marry Mrs. 
Bradley; I will stand by her as long as 
1 live." 

The particulars of various protesta¬ 
tions of love and endeavors to hold b*r 
to him were also relate 1 In detail Mrs. 
Bradley declared that Brown repeated, 
ly said to her; "Don't be led nway 
from me by whut any one any* to you." 

Relating the 'particulars of a second 
arrest, which t.x>k place in Salt Luke 
in 1903, Mrs. Bradley said that she and 
the Senator had both been bound over. 
Brown hud then vehemently repudiated 
the efforts or tt tnirtl party to make a 
financial arrangement with her. 

Mrs. Bradley told of Senator Brown’s 
presenting her with a revolver In Po¬ 
catello in 1903. "He told me, ' she mild 
in a mere whisper, "that he had bought 
it for me to protect myself with former 
Mrs. Brown. After that time Mrs. 
Bradley said she curried the weapon in 
a handbag in accordance with tho Sen- 
| ator's request that she keep it by her. 
i She told of one occasion on which she 
j had had an encounter in the hotel at 
| Pocatello with Mrs. Brown, whom she 
I found setting at the head of the atairs. 
Where she said Mrs. Broivn had grub¬ 
bed her and tried to take her into her 
(Mrs. Brown's) room, when she (Mrs. 
Bradley), told Mr*. Brown that she had 
no quarrel with her. That night she 
and Mr. and Mrs. Brown had held an 
all-night conference, in which they had 
gone over the intended divorce. Court 
then adjourned for luncheon.

Despair and Degradation. 

When at 1:15 p. m. Mrs. Bradley re¬ 
sumed her narrative ehe aald that at 
the Pocatello confereme with Mrs. 
Brown It hod been arranged that the 
Brow ns should be dlvcdred. She told of 
several trips to Mr. Brown's farm In 
Idaho and said that when she was 
there Brown spent much time with her. 
She told of cne occasion in 1903 when 
»he suddenly left the farm and went to 
Salt Lake City upon reading in the pa¬ 
per* that Brown had forsaken her and 
become reconciled to his wife. Mr. 
Baker made objection to the reference 
to the newspaper, but Ju»1kc Stafford 
held it admissible, saving that the en¬ 
tire testimony wo* Int nied for n > 
other purpose than to show the effort 
c ii the prisoner’s mlttd. Mm Krodley 
said rhe did not * *«» the Senator for a 
month. Then she upbrui e l him for his 
desertion uml asked Him why he Imd 
not allowed her t> pno herself bef -re 
sinking her to "tlie last depth* of de¬ 
spair and degradation." Me had re¬ 


plied. she testified, thut be hud only 
taken his present course to get rid of 
the criminal prosecutions against him 
and that when they were nt an end 
he would ke. p all his pledges to marry 
iter and protect the children. He de¬ 
clared that Mr*. Brown was dr term lie j 
to send him to the penitentiary. Mr*. 
Bradley sn!d she had told him that ah*? 
asked nothing more than that ho ac¬ 
knowledge tho children, but he hid re¬ 
plied that if he did so the result wouM 
be to send him to the pcnitentlnry. She 
then told him that if he did not make 
the acknowledgment she would plead 
guilty when her trial came on, a* sbs 
afterward did. 

She paid he had again promised to 
marry her within a y«H»r. when, In 1904. 
In connection with Brown's trial on :h* 
charge of adultery with her she was 
summoned to appear against him, and 
after going on the witness «dnnd she 
had refused to testify. "I said to the 
Judge," she continued, "that he was the 
father of my children and ! could not 
testify against him."

Brown Became Bitter. 


At that time he wo* frequently very 
bitter toward her, she said, but she 
still believed in him and thought there 
would be a change when hfs troubles 
were ended. After her refusal to tes¬ 
tify he telephoned her: "You fire the 
best woman in the world and I w ill re¬ 
pay you for your lifelong devotion." 
and told htr he owed all lo her. 

Mrs. Bradley said that in the spring 
of 1905 Brown had performed a third 
criminal operation on her. wfclh the-dx*. 
sult that eho was very ill and. greatly 
depressed. Aguln on this occasion 
Brown renewed his promise to her. 

He had soon afterward told her of 
Mr*. Brown's Hines*, ending that she 
W'oudd not live a month, and that when 
it was all over with her lie would ful¬ 
fill his pledge to her, Wit. Brad I y. 
Mrs. Brown died In August. 19CCi. and 
the very next day afterward Brown 
had come to Mm. Hfradley's house and 
told her that she should procure a di¬ 
vorce, adding that he would then make 
everything all right. After she get. tho 
divorce hi* manner was variable she 
said; sometimes encouraging and at 
others disappointing. He told her at 
one time that he thought they should 
have a courtship. At last ho promised 
to marry her in June. 1906, saying he 
would not ask for another moment of 
delay. According to Mr*. Bradley he 
said: "If I do not marry you then, 
may God avenge me." . 

About this time the Senator s 
ter. Alice, had come to visit her father, 
and the latter had fie^med much 
changed toward Era Bradley and had 
tried to persuade her to go away, and in 
the January following she went to Og¬ 
den where she remained until August.

"At times he w;is so kind and then he 
would act so dreadfully and say such 
bitter, bitter things." said Mrs. Bradley.

Tear* stream¬ 
ed down Mrs. Bradley’s ch^*ks as she 
talked. "I was very disconsolate," she 
continued, "and remained so for some 
time, notwithstanding that on the fol¬ 
lowing night Brown had spoken more 
encouragingly of the future." His 
mood, she said, underwent frequent 
changes and his talk corresponded with 
It. As lute as October 26. 1906. when she 
had told him that she was about to 
again become a mother he had assured 
her that all would be made right. He 
promised her then to marry her. she 
continued, and to remove with her to 
Goldfield.

Chicago, Nov. 19.—Approximately 
two million dollars, which. It is charged
